My  dear  Mr.  President;- 

Hearly  two  years  ago,  I  wrote  you  regarding 
a  Portrait  of  ray  Grandfather,  the  late  Hon.  Jos.  Morrison,  former¬ 
ly  Chancellor  of  Toronto  University,  and  I  afterwards  received 
the  resolution  of  the  Senate  that  they  would  "be  pleased  to  accept 
one  for  the  University  collection. 

I  have  not  written  to  you  before,  as  I 
found  it  almost  impossible  to  find  a  man  sufficiently  good  who 
cared  to  paint  a  portrait  from  the  little  material  I  could 
give  him,  but  just  before  leaving  London,  I  was  able  to  do  this, 
partly  I  suppose,  yet  not  entirely,  through  having  some  portraits 
of  my  own  family  painted  in  London  and  as  the  artist,  Mr.  Alfred 
Haywood  had  undertaken  to  copy  two  or  three  English  portraits 
of  South  African  Celebrities  for  a  gallery  in  that  Country. 

While  Mr.  Haywood  is  not  of  the  first 
rank  by  any  means,  he  is  a  young  man,  and  was  recommended  to 
me  by  one  of  the  first  Judges  and  dealers  in  London,  and  I  am 
quite  positive  that  he  will  give  us  a  work  that  will  be  an 
addition  to  the  Portrait  Gallery  in  the  University. 

I  hope  to  have  the  portrait  out  for  con¬ 
vocation.
